Sweeping and Vigorous Advance in Prices on the Exchange 


May Presage Early End of the War. pee 


HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
C TIMES, March 24.—-That the stock 

market in its vigorous and sweé@p- 
ing advance has begun to “discount” 
the end of the European war was the 
opinion expressed today by heads of 
La Salle street brokerage firms. They 
called attention to the adage that 
Pronounced movements in the stock 
market nearly always represent ad- 
justments to financial conditions some 
six months in advance of their arri- 
val. 
“IT think it is safe to say that 
there are appearing from day to day 
many harbingers of peace,” said F. C, 
Aldrich of Finley Barrell & Co., presi- 
dent of the Chicago Stock Exchange. 
“Little straws, we might call them. 
We had a report today, for instance,

GERMAN SUBMARINE WORKS AFIRE 


MANY SHARES GO ABOVE THE 


British air raid on Hoboken, near 
Antwerp, where the Germans are 
constructing submarines; another

THE PEACE THAT COME 
WILL LASTING, ROSEN SAYS 


ETROGRAD, March 6.—lIt is the 
P opinion of Baron Roman Rosen 
that the war should lead to an en- 
tirely new conception of international 
political relations, Armed peace, he 
points out, has been a failure, and it 
will be necessary to evolve a new 
theory for the purpose of maintaining 
the politi¢al equilibrium of Europe. 
Baron Rosen formerly was Russian 
Am or to the United States, and 
served as one of the Russian envoys 
at the Portsmouth peace conference. 
He is now a member of the upper 
house of the Russian Parliament. 


“The portentous and calamitous 
events we are witnessing.” said the 
Baron, “should, it seems, impress 
civilized mankind with the necessity 
of organizing the life of the com- 
munity of nations upon a different 
basis, designed so as to preclude the 
possibility of any one power auto- 
matically involving almost all the 


“It can hardly be denied that the 
much vaunted equilibrium based on 
the grouping of the great powers of 
Europe in two irreconcilably hostile 
camps has lamentably failed to do so. 
Instead of being, as was claimed for 
it, the surest saféguard of the peace 
of Europe, it has proved the cause of 
constant emulation between the op- 
posing groups of powers in ever- 
growing formidable armaments, and 
has finally led to one of the powers 
concerned resorting to the criminal 
folly of a war. 

“To devise a plan of safeguarding 
the civilized world against the recur- 
rence of a catastrophe such as the 
present one will, after the conclusion 
of peace, become the task, and should 
not prove to be beyond the limits of 
a competence of true statesman- 
5 p.” 

Baron Rosen reflected the viewpoint 
that the war was “the revolt of man- 
kind against the idea that might goes 
before right.” 

“This is why the sympathy of the 
world seems to be on the side of the

SABOT WOODS. 


Battlefield Around Perthes is 
Strewn with Bodies, Some of 
Which Have Lain There a Month 
and now Have the Appedrance of 
Mummies. 

[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.! 
PARIS, March 24.—An official eye- 
witness describes the capture of Sabot 
woods, between Souain and Perthes 
on the battle front in France. ~ He 
writes: 

“Each time we attack, we gain our 
end; each time they counterattack we 
maintain our gain,” sald a sergeant ex- 
plaining the operations around Per- 


thes. 
“Between the adverse lines, cathe 


lines, the Sabot woods, which the en- 
emy held strongly for months, were 
the object of a systematic attempt. 
The Germans strongly fortified the 
heights dominating our positions on 
that point. 

“On March 1 the general order was 
given that Sabot woods must be tak- 
en. The artillery prepared the ground 
for the first attack which, in the face 
of a violent machine gun fire, resulted 
in the capture of two lines of trenches. 
A further advance was checked by a 
vigorous counter-attack. 


“Our success was very costly. The 
lieutenant-colonel commanding, a cap- 
tain and two lieutenants fell mortally 
wounded. 

“On the morning of the eighth the 
Germans made a more serious at- 
tempt to regain the position. The 
spectacle furnished by our troops was 
magnificent. With fixed bayonets they 
bounded forward and in a few minutes 
the ground was covered with dead 
Germans, many of whom are still ly- 
ing there. 

“From the $th to the 12th further 
progress was made. We arrived to 
within thirty yards of the main Ger- 
man trench, which was particularly 
well fortified.

Heavy Death Toll Admitted 
Neuve Chapelle. 


Sepoys Say Killing Germans 
is Like Cutting Grain. 


Enemy Showed Great Cour- 
age, Earl Percy Reports.

LONDON, March 24.—*Although 
Stress has been laid on the German 
losses, our own heavy death roll mast

reau. Dealing with the aftermath of 
the Neuve Chapelle victory of the 
British, Earl Percy writes: 

“We have had to pay the price. In 
this connection, however, it is well 
to bear in mind that the progress made 
by us during the action at Neuve Cha- 
pelle was gained tn the course of one 
attack. It was therefore an entirely 
different kind of operation from those 
undertaken in other quarters, consist-| 
ing of gradual! advances lasting many 
weeks. 


“Our casualties, great though they 
were, appear all the more severe in 
that they were incurred in the course 
of a few days, instead of&peing spread 
over a much longer period, although 
the net result would have been the 
same. 

“Our troops have shown in attack, 
as they already had shown in defense. 
that they.can endure the highest test 
of all. The cheerfulness of the sur- 
vivorse and their readiness for an- 
other advance are proofs that their 
comrades have not died in vain.”

“In their counter-attacks from Boise 
@u Biez. durifg the fieht around 
Neuve Chapelle, the German losses 
were tremendous. Line after line went 
Gown before our rifles. Indeed, in 
their picturesque phraseology, some 
of our Sepoys said that shooting the 
enemy was like cutting grain. 

“The German officers displayed the 
most reckless courage. On more than 
one occasion they invited certain 
death by riding forward on horseback 
to within a few hundred vards of our 
line, to direct attacks. None of those 
who so exposed themselves escaped. 

“One Jaeger in charge of a machine 
gun kept his gun in action through- 
out our bombardment, and then, 
when our men charged “down upon 
him, waited death calmly, standing on 
the parapet of the trench and empty- 
ing his revolver at them. :

The government insisted upon an 
increase in the army of two divi- 
sions, and Baron Kato, the Foreign 
Minister, deciared that the adoption 
of this measure would not affect 
Japan's relations with the other pow- 
ers. The Selyukal party contended 
that the success of the government 
in pushing this measure through 
be a blow to constitutional- 


Indications before the election were 
that the contest would be exceedingly 
Close. The governmental groups, con- 
sisting chiefly of the progressive 
Doshi-Kai and Chuse-Kal, as well as 
the nationalist group Kokuminto, 
have waged a strenuous campaign. 
Virtually all the Cabinet members 
made speaking tours in Tokio and 
the interior. 

Appearance of women in the cam 
paign, for the first time in Japanese 
history, caused a sensation. The wives 
of several of the candidates made a 
house-to-house canvass in behalf of 
their husbhbgnds, thereby provoking 
considerable comment in the news- 
Papers concerning the development 
of the “new woman.” 

The government used all ite efforts 
Sgainst corruption in the elections 
and the police were ordered to make 
quick arrests in the case of bribe 
giving and bribe-taking. As a re 
sult, 1500 persons were arrested. 

The number of Representatives 
elected today was 381, but in view 
of the difficulty of determining the 
balloting, the result will not be known 
for several days. In all, there were 
about 700 candidates. 

Taking into consideration the fact 
that the population of Japan is ap- 
proximately 54,000,000, the suffrage 
is small, only about 2,000,000 persons 
having the right to vote. Three-fifths 
of that number exercised their pre- 
rogative at the last election in 1912. 
The city of Tokio, with a population 
of a little over 2,000,000, has only 
40,000 voters.

GOES TO MUSEUM.

LATE THEODORE M. DAVIS 
GIFT TO GOTHAM.

The fanrous Egyptologist collection of

Mr. Davis died a the Miami 
(Fla.) home of Secretary of State 
Bryan on February 23. He was 78 
years old. His will was filed in the 
Probate Court here a week ago, but 
it was not made public. 
| According to the copy presented to- 
day, Mr. vis gives to the widow 
$100,000, and bequeaths his coflec- 
tion to the Metropolitan Museum 
subject to a life interest of Mra. 


Emma B. Andrews of Washington. 
D. C.. who also was given $50,000 
outright. The will provided further 
that if the estate is not sufficient 
to meet certain bequests, the collec- 
tion, or a portion of it, should be sold 
to realize the necessary sums. 

Mrs. Davis has offered to purchase 
the entire collection and present it 
to the museum as a bequest of her 
husband, to be known as the “Theo- 
dore M. Davis collection.”

Let’s Move to Hibbing. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


from blasting any more rocks at 
“Olaf.” Other citizens of Hibbing, 
declaring it was so heckled and 
badgered it would discontinue op- 
erations, Lawyer Power became the 
“Olaf,” being for 
the time at least, permitted to sink 
into obscurity. 

When Power was elected Mayor he 
“ound that most of his enthusiastic 
henchmen were out of jobs, being 
former employees of the Oliver com- 
pany, which continued closed. They 
wanted jobs and the town of Hibbing 
decided that it needed about nine 
miles, at least, of creosote pavement 
which was accordingly laid. Then 
an elaborate system of street lighting 
was installed with 668 metal posts and 
3136 li¢hte which cost $81,000 and 
which took $19,000 to run last year. 

And, on the other hand, a citizen of 
Virginia said the mine owners of the 
Mesaba Range were absentee land- 
lords. They lived tn Pittsburgh and 
points east where they spend on cost- 
ly palaces and great retinues of serv- 
ants money piled up for them by 
the sturdy workers on the iron range. 
The workers have fio palaces in Pitts- 
burgh and not only work on the range 
but sleep here as well and they had a 
nerfect right to make their surrpound- 
ings not only comfortable, but as at- 
tractive as possible. 

He declared that the mining com- 
pany that blasted rocks at “Olaf” in 
Hibbing and started the era of mu- 
nicipal joy-riding had closed down 
the mine and thrown men out of 
work from apite because of the suits 
started by “Olaf’s” owner the 
other litieants and tried to bully 
Hibbing into taking sides with the 
company. Mavor Power and the 
community, finding a great number of 
unemployed men on their hand, had 
a solemn duty to keep them at work 
for the municipality. And naturally 
they had to be paid and, having to be 
paid, taxes had to be levied snd as 
the mining company owned most of 
the land, they had to pay. 

“But the boys have gone a bit 
strong.” admitted the “on-the-other- 
side” man. “Yes, the boys have 
run. just a teeney bit wild.” 

The Legislature has liegisiated to 
limit the amount of taxes the towns 
may levy on themselves and on the 
property of easterners lying in the 
towns. 


MANUFACTURED EVIDENCE. 


Terre Haute Police Chief Testifies 
Mayor Roberts Told Inspectors 
Work Voting Machine Levers.

NOTHER EFFORT 
TO SAVE BECKER. 


THIRD TRIAD ASKED, WITNESS 
IS ATTACKED. 


P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ALBANY (N. Y.) March 24.—An- 
other effort to save the life of former 
Police Lieutenant Charlies Becker of 
New York, under sentence of death 
for instigating the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal, was made before the 
Court of Appeals today. Martin T. 
Manton, Becker's attorney, asked ‘the 
court to reverse the judgment of con- 
viction in the second trial and to give 
Becker another chance to defend him- 
self before a jury: 

During the three-hour argument 
Mrs. Becker, wife of the ex-lieutenant, 
sat in the courtroom and took fre- 
quent notes. 

Mr. Manton will conclude his argu- 
ment tomofrow and Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Robert C. Taylor will argue against 
granting another trial. 

Manton attacked the testimony of 
James Marshall, a negro witness at 
the second trial, who came into prom- 
inence recently by reason of conflict- 
ing affidavite made by him concern- 


ing what he knew of the murder. 

“Marshal! lied at the second trial,” 
Manton said. “He testified then that 
he saw Backer conferring with Rose, 
Schepps and Webber, accomplices, 
before the murder: but he was not 
produced at the first trial. A short 
time ago he gave an affidavit in Phila- 
delphia that his testimony was false. 
He virtually substantiated that affi- 
davit before me. But stil! later he re- 
pudiated both of these affidavits. How 
can this court place credence in the 
story of such a witness?” 

Charlies Pitt, Jr., Becker's “press 
agent,”” was characterized by Manton 
as “lunatic and a perturer, if one per- 
son can be both.” Manton asked the 
court not to consider his testimony 
seriously. Plitt testified at the second | 
trial that Becker had told him to be 
m the vicinity of Times Square on the 
night of the murder, as something 
might happen. 

Summarizing his case, Manton sald: 

“A feature of this case, which 
throughout a perusal of the record 
strikes one with irresietible force, | 


that if everv reference to Recker were 
eliminated the crime of murder would 
still be. In every essential, complete. 
Becker ts not essential to its inception, 
its progress or its consummation. The 
offense is complete in every detall 
without him. 

“Tt ia the contention of the defense 
that the evidence affirmatively shows 
thie crime was planned long before 
relations between Rosenthal and 
Becker became strained: that the 
crime was committed, not by the pro- 
curement of this defendant or with 
his consummation, but with his ac- 
cuser, the informers, for personal rea- 
sons and motives of their own. The 
idea of tmplicating Becker occurred 
only when the real culprits saw there 
was a chance of escape if the news- 
paper clamor for the incrimination of 
high police official Gould be grati- 

ed.” 


DARNELL PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Former Kenosha Pastor Accuerd 
Under White Slave Act Is Arraigned 
at Milwaukec, Wie.

MILWAUKEE (Wis.) March 24.— 
The Rev. James Morrison Darnell, 
formerly pastor of a church at Ken- 
osha, Wis., indicted on a charge of 
violating the Mann act, was arraigned 
today before Judge Geiger in Federal 
Court and pleaded not guilty.

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OPEN TRADE CHANNELS 
AIM OF FEDERAL BOARD. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 

TIMES, March 24.—Aassistance 

to exporters will be the first busi- 
ness taken up by the Federal Trade 
Commission, which is now assembling 
data on what is required. 


Conferences with export will be 


invited immediately by the commis-_ 


sion. No official record of statements 
of facts wil be kept and no publicity 
given by the commission to these 


meetings. 

It is hoped by the commission to 
co-operate with the exporters along 
lines that may lead to reopening of 
channels of exportation to save the 
foreign commerce of this country. 
President Wilson is concerned deeply 
over the nation's commerce and wants 
the commission to devote all its en- 
ergies to its rehabilitation and devel- 
opment. — 

The policy determined on by the 
commission, with the approval of the 
President, marks a new and impor- 
tant departure in govermental policy. 
The trade commission is not to be an 
investigating and prosecuting body, 
like the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and kindred government agen- 
cles. Its slogan will be: “Help busi- 
ness, not investigate it.” 

The commission realizes that if it ts 


to be of any value it must adopt the 
prudent, conservative course of co- 
operation rather than of inquisition. 

Business men will find that whes 
the commission invites them to discuss 
conditions of trade with it they are not 
put upon the rack for the purpose of 
supplying evidence which can be used 
for court proceeding or orders to rem- 
ledy an alleged evil. It is not the 
purpose of the commission to embark 
on prosecutions. 

It is the object of the trade com- 
mission to make definite plans for re- 
opening the export trade in some way 
that will not violate the neutrality of 
this country or require extended dip- 
lomatic representations.

WOULD LIMIT “SOCIAL” 
CLUBS’ LIQUOR SALES. 


NY club that derives more than 
A 25 per cent. of its reventie through 

the sale of liquer ceases to be a 
“social” club and cannot obtain a 
license to operate. . 

This principle, if it can be made 
legally operative, will be enacted into 
an ordinance that will cure the pres- 
ent social club difficulty, according to 
members of the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee and representatives of the 
largest clubs in Los Angeles, who met 
yesterday to wrestle over the pro- 
visions of the proposed ‘new regu- 
latory ordinance. 

The suggestion of limiting the sale 
of liquor in clubs was made by the 
City Attorney merely as a practical 
suggestion for the solution of the 
problem. He did not pretend to say 
that it can be done legally, but the 
committee commissioned him to go 
into the legal phase of the problem, 
and, if it can be worked out satis- 
factorily, to submit an amendment to 
the ordinance. 

Representatives of the Los Angeles 
Athletic, the Jonathan, Sierra Madre, 
California, Elks and University clubs 
agreed to a limitation of 10 per cent. 
of club revenues through the bar, 
agreeing that any club whose liquor 
receipts are more than 10 per cent. of 
the total revenue shall not be allowed 
to operate. 

The City Attorney advised the com- 
mittee that it could not frame an or- 


| dinance dividing the clubs into classes, 


as there is no basie principle of dis- 
tinction, since the small club is en- 
titled to protection in the same degree 
as the larger club. 

The proposed “percentage” clause 
in the ordinance will provide that the 
Police Commission shall issue permits 
to all clubs, requiring each to agree 
not to do a business aggregating more 
than 25 per cent. of its total over the 
bar. Clubs will be given probational 
permits to cover ninety days, at the 
end of which period each club will be 
required to state the amount of busi- 
ness done, segregated to show the per- 
centage of the total done through 
liquor. 

This important feature in the reg- 
tilation of social clubs was accepted 


by the larger clubs represented. 


All 
of them agreed that a 25 per cent. 


Clause would be fair to both the large 
and small clubs, 

The committee agreed to a pro- 
vision that prevents the purchase and 
carrying away trom club premises of 
liquor on’ Sunaays and election day, 
except In quantities not greater than 
one quart. Wetiveries to the -home 
may be made by the clubs during the 
week, 

Another knotty problem in the reg- 
ulation of clubs was that regarding 
the use of clubrooms by minors. As 
many of the larger clubs have juvenile 
departments, the representatives ob- 
jected to the clause providing that 
minors should not be allowed to visit 
the reoma The City Attorney was 
finaly instructed to draw up a pfo- 
vision which will pronibit the serving 
of liquor In any room except the bar 
and other rooms where meals are 
regularly served.

LABORATORY EXPLOSION 
GASHES, BURNS CHEMIST. 


HILE making a test of road oils 
W in his laboratory on the twelfth 

floor of the Hall of Records yes- 
terday afternoon, Paul N. Fox, assist- 
ant chemist of the county, was s6e- 
riously, if not fatally, injured, by an 
explosion. The top of the test tank 
blew off and broken bits of steel and 
metal struck the chemist about the 
head and body, terribly lacerating him. 
His eyes were cut and burned, and 
the surgeons at the County Hospital, 
where he was taken, fear that he may 
lose the sight of both. 

Mr. Fox, who is but 22 years of age, 
and lives in Pomona with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Fox, of No, 250 
Columbia street, was working alone 
in hie laboratory shortly after 6 
o'clock yesterday afternoon when, 
without the slightest warning. there 
was a loud explosion and he was 
biown across the room, which is about 
afteen feet wide.

ployees rushed from their offices. 
Many thought it was an earthquake. 

Fred Dowing. a janitor, was the 
first to reach the injured youth. He 
found him sprawled on the floor.

He was un- 
conscious. Attaches carried him to the 
eleventh floor and placing him aboard 
an elevator, told the operator to drop 
at full speed.

DOCTOR BILLS? 


Federal Grand Jury Looking 
into Collections. 


Medicos Called to Tell of 
“Protective” Agency. 


Agents Gone; Mails’ Misuse 
May be Charged. 


About 300 physicians and dentists 
of Los Angeles and near-by cities and 
towns are interested in the fact that 
the Federal grand jury is investigat- 
ing the workings of the “Physicians 
Protective Association,” which orig- 
inally had ite offices on the ninth floor 
of thé Marsh-Strong Building. 

The offices are not there now, 
neither is a there a visible showing of 
M. M. Clark, the manager, or Anna J. 
Smith, secretary and treasurer. It is 
understood that during the past few 
days several physicians and others 
have been before the Federal grand 
jury to tell what they know about 


the workings of the “Physicians’ Pro- 
tective Association,” and that there 
is a possibility of an indictment for 
fraudulent use of the mails. 

It i# almost proverbial that many 
men will part with money due to the 
dentist or physician only as a last 
resort. When M. M. Clark, a vear or 
more realized the possibilities 
in a collection agency for this line. of 
accounts, he called into being the 
“Physicians’ Protective Association,” 
and solicited the collection of accounts 
from physicians and dentists. 

The prospect wags alluring to the 
profeasional men, and it is said more 
than 300 were clients of the concern. 
Handsome offices were opened in the 
Marsh-Strong Building; a stenogra- 
pher was engaged and business was so 
brisk that an outside man was em- 
ployed beisdes the officers of the con- 
INGENIOUS METHODS. 

Form letters were used to prick the 
consciences of the delinquents, and 
in one of these it waa set forth that 
the association was: formed by the 
dentists and doctors of the city, and 
the inference was that if the delin- 
quent did not pay his bill he might 
whistle thereafter when in need of an 
emergency call. As a matter of fact, 
the physicians and dentists were sim- 
ply clients, as they might have been 
of any other collection agency. 

The business was brought down to a 
science. Some debtors there were 
whose whereabouts were uncertain. 
There Was an attractive net for them. 
To the various towne where § they 
might be. were sent out, not the let- 
ters in envelopes of the collecting as- 
sociation, which they would at once 
recognize, but letters in enclosures 
carrying a name with the words there- 
after: “Estates Administered and 
Beneficiaries Traced.” In these letters 
were appeals to the recipients to send 
in their family history, etc., so that 


certain bequests might be properly 
distributed. 
It worked fine. The delinquent 


would at once write out a coplous his- 
tory of his relations, and tell of his 
past and present locations—and thet 
the collectors would swoop down on 
him. 

THEN CHARGES. 

But while the collections rolled in, 
it is alleged, the physicians were not 
overwhelmed with returns to them 
from the association. Manager Clark, 
it ts said, allowed bills to accumulate 
and even forgot to pay the wages of 
his stenographer and outside man, the 
printers, etc. The result was that suit 
was brought by various parties, but a 
judgment was secured to cover the 
wages of the stenographer and the 
outside man, and by service of an exe- 
cution, they secured the office fix- 
tures and certain notes on which in- 
stallments were being paid by delin- 
quents. 

There are various angles to the af- 
fairs of the “Physicians’ Protective 
Association,” including troubles over 
orders to the postoffice to withhold the 
delivery of mall to the offices in the 
Marsh-Stvvong Building; “mass meet- 
ing” of nine irate physicians at 4 
justice court, to try to get settlements 
out of Manager Clark, court action of 
various kinds, and finally the present 
investigation by the Federal grand 
jury.

For example, the average man could 
carry 100 pounds of gold one mile 
without much discomfort.

A very pow- 
erful man might carry 200 pounds, or 
nearly $53,000, a mile without ex- 
haustion. Carrying gold is almost as 
difficult as getting it.

EEKS A LEASE 
ON MINER FILL. 


> 
DOCK AND WHARF ©OOMPANY 
WANTS FIFTY-YEAR TENURE. 


Now Ready to Compromise City’s 
Sulit Attacking Validity of Old 
Lease Which is Still Pending in 
Court—Harbor Commission to Mect 
with Company's Representative. 


Following the recent publication tn 
The Times of the verbal offer of com- 
promise of the Miner fill lease at the 
harbor, the Outer Harbor Dock and 
Wharf Company yesterday sent a for- 
mal outline of its proposition to the 
Harbor Commission. The city now has 
@ suit in court attacking the validity 
of the company’s lease on the prop- 
erty, granted by the old city of San 
Pedro. 

It is this suit that the Outer Har- 
bor Dock and Wharf Company pro- 
poses to compromise in its tentative 
offer to open negotiations with the 
city. The company suggests that if 
agreeable arrangements can be made 
it will accept a fifty-year lease of the 
ground it now occupies without reve- 


nue to the city. 
President E. W. Clark of the Outer 


Harbor Dock and Wharf Company, in 
his letter to the Harbor Commission, 


ys: 
“I think that you agree with me 
that it is as much to the interests of 
the citizens of Los Angeles as it is to 
our company to have all property at 
the outer harbor made available for 
use for commereial, manufacturing 
and industrial purposes of all kinds to 
which it is adapted, and to have it 
fully improved in this way as soon as 
possible. I desire to meet you in an 
endeavor to devise methods whereby 
this may be accomplished, without 
waiting during a series of years for 
the final outcome of litigation.” 

The letter continues to say: 

“In view of the very great expendi- 
tures made by our company in effect- 
ing the reclamation of this property— 
all ultimately for the city—and of the 
good faith evidenced by the excellence 
and substantial character of our docks 
and other improvements, and «iso in 
view of the delays we have «ncounm 
tered getting our property on a reve 
nue basis, our company would appre- 
ciate the arriving at such understand- 
ing as will ineure us a full fifty-year 
period from the date of settlement.” 


MAY DEFER IT. 

RAIRDSTOWN ANNEXATION. 

Because the people of Bairdstown 
have a number of uncompleted im- 
provements under way, voters of the 
district are about to ask the City 
Council to postpone until the election 
on June 1 che submission of the ques- 
tion of admitting Bairdstown to the 
city. The Bairdstown district proposed 
to be annexed has voted favorably on 
the matter, and arrangements had 
been made by the city to have Los An- 
geles vote on the question on May 4. 
At the same time it was proposed to 
have the people vote on the question 
of admitting the Palms and San Fer- 
nando districts.

ATA, MAY APPLY. 
CITY'S POSITION OUTLINED. 


Water consumers now using private 
water company service will not have 
to pay the 40-cent extension fee for 
city water service, according to Coun- 
cilman Betkouski, chairman of the 
Public Service Committee of the Coun- 
cil. The policy of the Public Service 
Commission, says Mr. Betkouski, is 
that 100-foot water main extensions 
will be made by the city for every 
consumer who applies. In these cases 
consumers will have to pay only for 
service pipes from the curb to the 
house. The 40-cent rule, however, will 
apply in. the case of new subdivisions 
or tracts phere there are not now any 
hornes. 

This action on the part of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission is in line with 
its policy to parallel the lines of the 
smaller water companies where nego- 
tiations for purchase cannot be made. 
Councilman Betkouski charged vester- 
day that most of the companies are 
holding their properties at ea price 
that is exorbitant. 

Beats Tax Sharks. 

Following out a suggestion of the 
Efficiency Commission that the city 
eliminate the tax sharks by buying 
in all property sold for the delinquent 
assessment thereon, in order to protect 
property owners from exorbitant pen- 
alties, Councilman Befkouski vester- 
day bid in another parce! of property 
upon which there was a delinquent as- 
sesament. This property is in the dis- 
trict effected by the Boyle Heights li- 
brary site, The Efficiency Commission 
has suggesetd that a law be enacted 
whereby the city may have prior 
right in bidding at public auction for 
property upon which there is a delin- 
quent assesement. Councilman Bet- 
kousk! has been acting for the city 
at each daily auction and so far has 
incurred the displeasure of the tar 
sharks.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) March 23.—The 
city of Phoenix appears to be run- 
ning along without government, yet 
without any visible indications of the 
results of anarchy.

So the 
Commissioners will be compelled vo 
come into court torrorrow to answer 
a writ of certiorari and to show cause 
why their action in removing Farish 
should not be reversed. In the mean- 
time a score of recall petitions in 
triplicate are being circulated against 
Mayor Young and Commissioners Cope 
and Corpstein.
